Some pasted piece of. colored 
paper the bottom the box. 
Some painted each side the box 
different color. Some painted the 
inside the box one color and the 
outside another color. 

tied the knots the outsides 
the boxes. knot was made 
when the child came the end 
one string and tied new 
string. Therefore, the outside 
the box didn’t look really neat. 
Some children pasted colored paper 
top the knots. was difficult 
make the paper stick even with 
very good paste. Painting the knots 
the same color the outside the 


box was the solution for the majority. 
The children were very fond 
these string designs. Making them 
was challenge. Whenever child 
made box that was very interest- 
ing, received the praise his 
classmates. The boys enjoyed using 
the needles much the girls. 
Every new material presents prob- 
lems. One difficulty was this. The 
teacher had gone all the neigh- 
borhood stores and 
Chicago stores gather together 
enough needles with sharp points 
and big eyes. The average cost was 
three cents for needle. Obviously 
they were too precious lose.

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Five Point Program the Teaching 


Tue PURPOSE this article 
present explanation and 
illustration the philosophy 
teaching arithmetic. 
metic can not taught inci- 
dental unsystematic manner, 
essential formulate certain prin- 
ciples and procedures fol- 
lowed the presentation each 
new major concept. Arithmetic 
study related ideas, each which 
built upon previous ideas. Hence 
before new major concept in- 
troduced, the teacher must cer- 
tain that there understanding 
the basic related principles, 
processes, and skills. 
presentation new concept, the 
following five points are suggested: 


Problem Situation 

possible new concept should 
imbedded socially significant 
problem situation. such situa- 
tion does not occur, the teacher 
must formulate one following the 
students’ interests, experiences, and 
maturity. order comprehend 
new concept, large number 
students need gradated experiences 
from the concrete social problems 
the abstract symbolic algorism. 
The first step this learning pat- 
tern solve the problem using, 
possible, the actual concrete 
objects. The next step solve 
the problem using pictures repre- 
senting the actual objects involved. 
The third step this development 
the use semi-concrete objects 
such sticks, discs, and tally 
marks represent the actual ob- 
jects. This leads into the symbolic 
abstract representation the prob- 
lem. 


Symbolic Representation 
With the gradated development 
from the concrete the abstract 
symbolic stage, there simul- 
taneous development the term- 
inology and algorism. the con- 
crete stage the child gives oral 
statement the solution which 
then put into written form. This

Relationships and General- 

zations 

Throughout the previous devel- 
opment, the child should tie his 
new experience with previously 
known process processes, previ- 
ously known facts within the num- 
ber system and with previously 
known principles and axioms.
